Debt Payments In 
Wheat Ruled Illegal 


Winnipeg. —Farmers’ creditors may 
not accept wheat from producers in 
payment of debt and ‘then sell it to 
the Canadian Wheat Board, the board 
announced last week end. 

Merchants, tradesmen, municipal- 
ities, irrigation companies and gen- 
eral creditors do not qualify as “pro- 
ducers” because they are general 
creditors rather than parties legally 
“entitled” to the wheat grown by the 
producer or any share of it as land- 
lord; vendor, mortgagee or otherwise, 
by contract or operation of law, the 
board stated, 

Under terms of the Canada Grain 
Act the board is permitted to buy 
wheat only from the producer. 

Creditors who wish security against 
debts owed by farmers may accept 
grain for storage, leaving title to such 
grain with the producer, the an- 
nouncement said. This grain may 
then be delivered to the board in the} eq 
name of the producer under govern- 
ment quotas for the land from which 
it is produced and as rapidly as fa- 
cilities permit. 

Payment for the, grain would be 
made directly to the producer, the 
board declared, and arrangement for 
payment to the creditor would have 
to be made between the farmer and 
the creditor privately. 

The board pointed out that if title 
to the wheat passes from the produc- 
er to the creditor, it would have to 
be offered for sale on the open mar- 
ket, still within the quota regulations 
and on the permit for the farm on 
which the wheat originated. 


Beatty Favors Greater 


Winnipeg.—Establishment of a ship 
building plant on the St. Lawrence 
river or the eastern Canadian coast 
to produce modern freighters was 
advocated in an interview here today 
by Sir Edward Beatty, chairman and 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

He said establishment of a plant 
would be welcomed on both sides of 
the 49th parallel. 

He also spoke in favor of vast ex- 
pansion of grain storage facilities 
both east and west of the Great 
Lakes to store as ‘much of this year’s 
crop as possible at the seaboard for 
quick shipment overseas. This stor- 
age would be doubly necessary if the 
1941 crop is as heavy as this year’s 
he declared. 

Regarding munitions manufacture, 
he reiterated his company’s offer to 
place its facilites at the government’s 
disposal for war services. 


Get Army Training 


Ottawa.—All physically fit male 
students at Canadian Universities 
more than 17 years of age will receive 
compulsory military training during 
the coming year, the department: of 
war services announced yesterday. 

Under the new system opportunity 
will be given those showing marked 
ability to take the officers’ couse. 
Those already enrolled in the C.O.T.C. 
will continue with their training. The

Washington.—The United States 
army is ready with tentative time- 
tables and plans today to start build- 
ing the largest peacetime force in the 
nation’s history. 

An order from President Roosevelt 
for the progressive mobilization of 
the National Guard would start the 
program through its first phase. The 
chief executive acquired the mobiliza- 
tion authority under législation he 
signed last week. 

House passage of the conscription 
bill; approved by the senate, clears 
the way for the second part.of the 
program. 

The guard mobilization, army offi- 
cers have told Congress, was an es- 
sential preliminary to the training of 
conscript levies.

Reports that blank certificate cards 
were obtained by certain persons, 
who: might issue false certificates to 
people who do not wish to -register, 
are being investigated. Mr. Davis 
points out that these would be use- 
less, as they can be checked itn Ot- 
tawa by the Dominion Statistician, 
Dr. R. H. Coats, in five minutes. Six 
hundred clerks and statisticians are 
busy in the Bureau of. Statistics 
classifying cards. 

It should be noted that all persons 
reaching the age of 16 years must 
register at their post office immedi- 
ately upon passing that birthday and 
thereafter carry their certificate.

A 52-page manual, ‘Motorists’ 
Manual” issued by the Motor Ve- 
hicles Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Highways, was warmly com- 
mended to the people of Canada as a 
“valuable piece of health education” 
by officials of the Health League of 
Canada. 

While primarily engaged in public 
education for the prevention of ,sic)t- 
ness, the Health League cf Canada is 
also vitally interested in the preven- 
tion of accidents. Loss of health and 
life through motor accidents has-been 
appalling in recent years, the League 
pointed out. 

Half of the new “Motorists’ Man- 
ual” is devoted to driving regulations 
describing who has the right of way, 
how to make a turn, rules about pass- 
ing street cars, signals to other mot- 
orists, parking, traffic signals and 
municipal by-laws.

RECIPROCAL AGREEMENTS 
DEFENDED BY HULL 


Washington.—State Secretary Cor- 
dell Hull Wednesday defended the re- 
ciprocal trade agreements policy 
against criticism by Senator Charles 
McNary, Republican vice-presidential 
nominee, and declared the only al- 
ternative was a “policy of autarchy”. 

In a statement, Hull also condemn- 
ed the farm policies advocated by 
McNary, “instead of dealing with ex- 
isting acute problems and conditions 
in a modernized sand constructive 
manner which is so urgently demand- 
ed, complacently falls back on anti- 
quated and discredited economic nos-| 
trums such ag the theory that the 
farmers can be saved by embargo 
tariffs”.

10,000 to 30,000 shells was Warsaw's 
daily punishment, and from then on 
it was always dangerous to walk in 
the open. Even the air-raid safety 
squads had to abandon their efforts. 
In fact, at the end even the air-raid 
alarms were discontinued—our only 
signal of coming danger was ‘the 
radio. 

The worst shelling was at night. 
Hundreds of bodies were found in the 
streets each morning. They wcre us- 
ually buried hear where they had 
fallen—in a little grass. strip by the 
sidewalk in a private yard, or in the 
nearest park. Each day the shelling 
increased as more guns were added. 
Toward the end the shelifire was so 
intense that practically no building in 
Warsaw had glass left in any win- 

While standing in the garden at the 
American embassy, I saw a German 
plane shot down directly overhead by 


| anti-aircraft. Luckily I had by cam- 
I was impressed with Warsaw’s|¢ra with me and got the picture of 


the German plane descending in 
flames. 

We rushed to the spot and found 
the smoking ruins of the big bomber. 
They crew of four had been instantly 
killed, As a human being with de- 
cent instincts, I suppose that I 
should have been sickened by the 
sight of that plane falling with its 
human cargo. But I joined with two 
other Americans there at the em- 
bassy in yelling and cheering. We 
had forgotten the families of those 
fliers back in Germany. We knew 
only that they represented a govern- 
ment that for three weeks had been 
coldly killing helpless people. We 
were glad they were dead, That, is 
what war does to you. 

On the night’ of September 16, which 
was Jewish New Year's, the German 
planes came with incendiary bdonibs 
and set fire to the old Jewish quarter 
of the city. For three hours, with 
cinders :jn our eyes and with walls 
falling around us, we watched the ap- 
palling sight of 20 square blocks 
razed to the ground. Thousands. were 
made homeless that night; there was 
not even time to rescue the wounded 
or to remove the bodies. Perhaps 
the old Jewish quarter was an im- 
portant military objective. 

A strange aspect of life was that 
the siege of Warsaw was a commut- 
er’s war. The front lines were at tlie 
edge of the city. Soldiers kept com- 
ing back from the front each day to 
share their food with their families, 
or at least to make sure their fani- 
ilies were provided for. Losses among 
civilians were greater than ‘among 
soldiers, and often it was not so much 
a question of a husband returning 
alive from battle as of the family re- 
maining alive at home. ; 

As time went on, the danger in 


All said they had no idea | 
that there: would be war; they had 
simply been ordered out for man- 
oefivres and then found themselves on 
Polish soil. None of the 20 had the 
slightest idea that BHngland and 
France had declared war 14 days be- 
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For several days we had been hear- 
ing rumors: a.great. fleet of British 
and French planes were coming to 
turn the tide; uprisings in Germany 
would soon stop the war, and s6.on. 
The most fantastic of ‘all was that 
there would be a truce to permit cit- 
izens of neutral countries to . get 
away. ‘The idea that the German 
army which had been sparing’no one 
would now call a halt for the benefit 
of a few hundred neutrals was too 
much for credulity. Yet this was the 
Tumor that was true.

It was all smiles, 
courtesy and chivalry: Having shell- 
ed and bombed us for weeks, now 
they carried our grips, patted bahes. 
The army officials must have been 
much impressed, however, by their 
own kindness, for they had motion- 
picture photographers on hand to re- 
cord the event. 

At our hotel in Kinigsberg we were 
kept more or less under guard, but I 
did get out to a barbershop for a 
much-needed shave, I couldn't resist 
asking the barber why Germany had 
attacked Poland. Quite soberly he 
replied: “My friend, you do not under- 
stand. We never attacked Poland. 
The brutal Poles repeatedly attacked 
us, and we were forced to defend our- 
selves.” 

Later I went to a motion-picture 
theatre. A newsreel showed the de- 
vastation of Poland. The Nazis were 
evidently very proud of their con- 
quest. But here was an interesting 
thing: though the showing of the war 
pictures continued for half an hour, 
not once was there a sound of ap- 
plause.
